REMARKS 

Entry of the foregoing, re-examination and reconsideration of the 
identified in caption, as amended, pursuant to and consistent with 37 C.R 
light of the remarks which follow, are respectfully requested. 

Claim 1 has been amended to insert the features of canceled claims 
also has been amended to provide antecedent basis for textile fabric . Claiija 
amended to change its dependency and to correct a typographical error. 
11-19 are now pending in this application with claims 12-19 withdrawn 
on the merits. 

Affirmation is made of the telephonic election of claims 1-11, 
August 17, 2005. 

Claims 1-1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being 
Patent No. 6,291 ,01 1 (Edlund) for the reasons given in paragraph (7) of the 
Claims 1-1 1 also were rejected under 35 U,S.C. §l02(e) as being anticipated 
No. 6,759,1 16 (Edlund) for the reasons given in paragraph (8) of the Officijal 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections are respectfully requested 
above amendment and for at least the reasons which follow. 

Claim 1 now specifies the warp yarn density and the weft yarn 
textile fabric. Neither Edlund '01 1 nor Edlund '116 discloses yarn 
set forth in the present claims. Accordingly, the § 102 rejections over these 
withdrawn and such action is earnestly requested. 

Claims 1-1 1 were provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims 
Application Nos. 09/996,454 (claims 21 and 22); 10/348,725 (claims 1-5); 
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(claims 1-12) and 10/736,1 19 (claims 1-10), Reconsideration is requested 
for at least the following reasons. 

Claims 21 and 22 in Application No. 09/997,454 have been 
obviousness double patenting issue is moot with respect to that application 
No. 10/736,1 19, the claimed textile fabric has a yam titer of 270-300 tex 
significantly above the maximum titer set forth in the present claims. In 
10/348,225 and 10/460,287, the claimed textile fabric has a glass sliver as 
Accordingly, the claims of the respective applications are drawn to 
inventions which are capable of supporting different patents. 

Applicants also note that overlap in the scope of any of the claims 
applications is not, perse, double patenting. 

For at least these reasons, the provisional obviousness double 
should be reconsidered and withdrawn. Such action is earnestly requested.
